It will be news to many who have 
read th e scores of articles on prison 
reform to learn th a t tin many parts 
of our land treatmsent of prisoners is 
practically unimproved despite much 
propaganda, and organized effort in 
thoir behalf. 
Jails, we are told, in­ 
stead of inspiring the offender with 
respect for the law and faith in hu­ 
m anity, too often are little more than 
schools for cnim a 
It meting out pun­ 
ishm ent, no consideration is taken of 
^he history of the offender, 
of 
the 
possilde cause of his guilt, whether 
fie has had the chance 
which 
good 
morals hold th at every child should 
have, and thus, often tamos, the pun­ 
ishm ent does not fit the ea<e. To this 
day, 
w rites 
Dr. 
H astings H. H art, 
President 
of 
the 
American Prison 
Congress of 1922, the laws of many 
States 
and 
the 
practice of 
many 
courts are based on the id*«a 
of in­ 
flicting a penalty upon the prisoner 
proportionate to his guilt. 
If, for in­ 
stance, a man steals a purse contain­ 
ing less 
than 
$20, 
that is a misde­ 
meanor, and 
he 
is 
sent to jai 1 or a 
house of correction for 30 , 60 or 90 
days. 
If the purse happens to con­ 
tain more than $20, that is a felony, 
and he may be sent to a State prison 
for one, two or five years. 
Again, 
continues Dr. H art in Mural W elfare: 
“Here ae two young men who go 
out together, steal an automobile and 
sell it for $200. 
Each man takes $100 
and goes his way. 
Both are arrested 
and convicted. 
They have been guilty 
of the same crime, from which they 
have reaped the sam e amount. 
The 
judge gives each of tflwm a sentence 
of two years with a lecture upon the 
enorm ity of their crime. and we say 
justice has been done. 
“But upon a study of the case, it is 
found th a t one of these young men 
was born in the slum s; his father was 
a thief, his m other was immoral; 
he 
ran with the ‘gang.’ H e was not sent 
to school but was set to work and his 
wages were taken by h i' parents. He 
had no religious instruction. The other 
boy was born in a Christian lam ily, 
his father had abundant means; 
he 
went regularly 
to 
church, 
Sunday 
School and day school; he had suffi­ 
cient spending money and no excuse 
for wrong-doing. 
We say the second 
young man is much more guilty than 
the first and should receive a severer 
punishm ent. 
But on further inquiry, 
we find th at this boy’s father was too 
busy getting rich to give attention to 
his son. He did not know the boy and 
had 
no 
real 
share in his lite. 
His 
m other was foolish 
and injudicious 


the vilesrt crim inals, who ridicule their 
penitence, «xert them selves for their 
corruption, and blackmail them after 
thoir discharge. 
Yet 
no 
man cares 
for their soul«. 
“The most efficient C hristian agen­ 
cy operating in the jails iis the Salva­ 
tion Army, but there are many prison­ 
ers whom they can not reach. 
Relig­ 
ious services are carried on in many 
jails by Christian people representing 
different C hristian bodies. 
Such ser- 
viices are sometimes wisely and help­ 
fully conducted. 
In other cases they 
are sein-imental 
and 
injudicious. 
I 
have seen such services so conducted 
as to invite hyprocrisy. 
“When an individual who 
is 
not 
vicktts is arrested, he should have the 
help of a wise and interested group 
of C hristian 
people. 
These 
people 
should be in touch wnth the sheriff, 
the jailer and the prosecuting atto r­ 
ney, and should stand ready to give 
encouragem ent, counsel and advice to 
prisoners who are open to good influ­ 
ences. 
But Ibis w ork shouW not be 
committed to men and 
women 
who 
are lacking in experience, wisdom and 
tact. 
“Such work should involve a very 
small expense, but it would need 
to 
be organized and advised by a wise 
and helpful State agent. 
In my judg­ 
ment, this is one of the most im port­ 
ant opportunities for the preventing 
of crime and for the saving of young 
people who have gone wrong.”

dred and three hours spent this way 
each week the prisoner can do abso­ 
lutely nothing, 
can read absolutely 
nothing, and has for his sole inspira­ 
tion a stinking bucket. 
“The odor throughout 
the 
entire 
jail would sicken an animal. The bed­ 
ding is dirty beyond belief. The place 


flattered him and sjKiiled (hum by giv 
ing him unnecessary spending money 
and concealed his peccadfillies from his 
father. 
We say: “That m akes a dif 
ference.’ ” 
Prisoners are treated :n the mass, 
without regard to their individuality. 
A pparently, says Dr. H art, it is a new 
discovery th at every prisoner as an 
individual and that no two are alike 
in their intelligence, education, tt aim­ 
ing and responsibility. 
It

only 
within recent years th a t we have be 
gun to establish laboratories for the 
study of m entality, the m oral respon­

The work is still in its eui - 
ly stages, but it has already revealed 
extraordinary diversity in prisoners, 
and from this judges, prosecuting a t­ 
torneys and wardens

“We are recognizing

by the judge on the bench, who lis 
oner can not be datemined in advance 
tens for a few hours to th e testmionv 
of witnesses. 
We are introducing the 
probation system, whereby 
the

fender is allowed to go at large under 
the friendly supervision of probation 
officers, 
and 
the 
parole 
system , 
whereby prisoners who give evidence 
of a change of character are released 
from prison before the expiration of 
their sentence, under the w atch-care 
of a parole officer.” 
State iboards, 
prison 
associations, 
“com m ittees 
of 
one 
hundred,” and 
other organizations tor the reform of 
prison and prisoners are in existence, 
but I)r. H a rt’s visit to hundreds of 
the 10,000 jauls, lock-ups and police 
stations dn t)be United States reveal to 
him th a t “as a rule the C hristian peo­ 
ple of the community knew nothing 
and cared nothing about them . 
As 
he finds them : 
“Te Jails contain prisoners convict­ 
ed of crim e, 
prisoners 
accused 
of 
crime but held for the convenience of 
the State, insane persons, and in some 
States, debtors. 
The 
prisoners 
are 
herded together usually w ith little or 
no classification, and are kept in en­ 
forced idleness for periods 
of 
from 
one day to two years. 
“Village lock-ups 
are 
as 
a 
rule 
filthy, infested with vermin, and unfit 
for use. 
City police stations are of­ 
ten no better. Yet it is in these pris­ 
ons th a t thousands of people get their 
first experience as prisoners. 
Such 
im prisonm ent involves a degradation 
which affects the entire after-life. 
“In every jail there are found some 
prisoners who are 
not 
hardened In 
crime but who desrire to reform , 
but 


is full of vermin. 
“If a man is serving a sentence of 
a year, he spends 5,536 hours in this 
dark, cramped, slimy, smelly, vermin- 
.nfested hole, and 3,38u hours sitting 
on a bench doing absolutely nothing, 
or engaged in whiling away the time 
in playing cards or telling or listen­ 
ing to filthy 
stories 
and 
tales 
of 
crrnie. He gets no fresh air, no exer­ 
cise, no recreation.”— Literary Digest.

NEGRO SCIENTIST WAS 
BORN IN MISSOURI 


Tuskegee, Ala., Aug. 25.—A Mis­ 
souri-born negro, of slave parentage, 
is the man to whom the South is look­ 
ing to frw it from 
its bondage 
to 
K;ng Cotton, according to an article 
in the August issue of the Survey, de­ 
scribing George Washington Carver, 
negro scientist, of Tuskegee. 
From the sweet potato, a crop on 
vhicih the Southern farmer can de­ 
pend for a satisfactory yield year af­ 
ter year, Professor Carver has made 
flour, 
meal, 
starch, 
library paste, 
mock eocoanut, breakfast foods, pre­ 
served 
ginger, 
vinegar, 
ink. 
shoe 
blacking, coffee, chocolate compound 
and numerous other products. 
“Frum the peanut, the artide says, 
he makes milk that compares favora­ 
bly in nutritive value with cow’s milk, 
and dyes from the hulls and skins. He 
has made potash from chinaberry ash- 


poplar bark — these are a few of the 
more than dot) products he has evolv­ 
ed from despised materials. 
Telling of Carver’s life the Survey 
says: 
“The rich and useful salvage he has 
wrung from everyday materials is not 
more wonderful than 
the career he 
has achieved in spite 
of 
more than 
common handicaps and difficulties.” 
Prof. Carver was born at the close 
of the Civil War on the plantation of 
a Missouri planter. 
When he was 10 
years of age. he left the home planta­ 
tion for 
Neosho, Mo., about 
eight 
miles away to go to school. Then be­ 
gan his struggle for an education. He 
got a ride on a wagon to Fort Scott, 
Kan., and worked as a cook and did 
laundry work until he finished high 
sdhool. 
He passed entrance examina­ 
tions to a collage in Iowa, hut was re­ 
fused admittance 
because he was a 
negro. 
Simpson College at Indianola, 
la., was his next choice. 
“ 1 opened a laundry for my college 
support,” lie says. “ After all my rna- 


cents worth of corn 
meal 
and five 
cents worth of beef suet. 
1 lived on 
th< se two things for one whole week 
—it took that long for the people to 
learn that I wanted clothes to wash. 
A fter tihat I had plenty of friends and 
plenty of w'ork.

teriological laboratory and the labor­ 
atory ¡in systematic 
botany.

“If, as you state, green grazing and 
legume hays are the cheapest feeds 
for live stock on 
the 
farms of the 
South why is it you advocate reduc­ 
ing the quantity of hay fed our farm 
work stock and do not approve of pas­ 
turing these anim als?” 
The reasons are founded on natural 
bu-t fundamental dtfffeiences 
in 
the 
problem of feeding1 work stock and 
other animals. 
The dairy cow, 
the 
beef steer, the hog, the sheep, when 
fed ha« nothing to do but to lie down 
and digest its feed. The work animal 
on the ither hand must usually, im­ 
mediately after being fed, go out and 
do hard muscular work and often un­ 
der the most trying conditions of heat 
and soft footing on muddy roads or 
plowed fiields. 
This is a vital 
difference 
which 
should never be lost sight 
of, 
but 
¡which is very generally very entirely 
|ignored in feeding the work horse. 
It is only simply common sense, th at

VNMliam Beebe says of the Galapagos 
Inlands, where the animals like one 
another, and 
even ehow no fear of 
man. 
Dr. Bee-bo is reported thus: 
‘‘I.eft 000 miles from the const of 
Ecuador by a cataclysm 
that 
must 
have occurred millions of years ago, 
the volcanic Galapagos Islands have 
life forms which have become extiinct 
in all other parts of the world. 
“The animal life of «ho Galapagos 
in still in the age of reptiles, a period 
so exceedingly remote that it ran on­ 
ly be dated by geological epoch,” Dr. 
IliM«be said today. 
“As the 
inlands 
are not inhabited, except for one pen­ 
al settlement, the animals have never 
been hunted or otherwise disturbed.”

Beebe, nr» probably the descendants 
of pets of buccaneers who once raised 
havoc on the Spanish main.

August 18.—Germany’ soil 
seems relatively free of the tide of 
tourists rf»ported to Ik* surging over 
Europe, for dune's 30 days brought 
only 1475 more forri.gn»*rs to Berlin 
than the 10,024 who made this a stop­ 
ping pluce during the 31 days of May.

There is probably a larger number 
of farm ers who are failing to make 
good beceuse of one-crop farm ing than 
there are farm ers who have carried 
diversification too far.

idea to extremes.

Tuskegee, Ala., Aug. 25.—A Mia- 
sour-born negro, of slave parentage, 
is the man to whom the 'South is look­ 
ing to free it from its bondage to 
King Cotton, according to an article 
in the August issue of the Survey, de­ 
scribing George Washington Carver, 
negro scientist, of Tuskegee. 
From the sweet potato, a crop on 
which the Southern farmer can de­ 
pend for a satisfactory yield year af­ 
ter year, Professor Carver has made 
flour, 
meal, 
starch, 
library paste, 
mock cocoanut, breakfast foods, pre­ 
served 
ginger, vinegar, ink,

and numerous other products. 
“From the peanut, the article says, 
he makes milk that compares favora­
